Your affiants are Detectives Michael Opferman and Edward Watts with the Allegheny County Police Department assigned to 
the General Investigations Unit. The information contained in this affidavit was learned directly by us or was reported to us. The 
investigation was initiated after a childline report was received. 

The victim, whose identity is known to your affiants, shall be referred to herein as John Doe. The identity of the victim has been 
verified and memorialized by your affiants and he shall be available for all material proceedings. 

On August 22, 2018, the victim, John Doe, was contacted and interviewed by detectives in response to a Childline that reported 
the sexual abuse of John Doe by Father Hugh Lang in 2001. During this interview, John Doe confirmed the incident and stated that 
the abuse occurred while he was attending alter server training at St. Therese Lisieux of Munhall, PA in June of 2001 John Doe 
was 10 years old at the time of the incident. During the alter service training, Father Lang removed John Doe from the other boys 
attending and took him to a CCD room located in the basement of the church. After Father Lang and John Doe entered the room, 
Father Lang locked the door. Father Lang then told John Doe that Doe was a trouble maker and instructed Doe to remove his 
clothes. After John Doe removed his clothes, Father Lang took a Polaroid photograph of John Doe while he was standing naked. 
Father Lang showed the photo to John Doe and warned him that if he didn’t behave he would show the photo to others. John Doe 
stated that Father Lang walked closer to him and began to grab Doe’s genitals. John Doe also stated that Father Lang attempted 
to place his finger in Doe’s butt. John Doe said he clenched his buttocks to prevent Father Lang from completing the act. Father 
Lang continued to grope Doe to include rubbing his nipples. Father Lang then opened his own pants and directed John Doe’s hand 
onto Father Lang’s penis. Father Lang then directed John Doe's hand to stroke Father Lang’s penis until Father Lang ejaculated 
onto John Doe's arm and chest. Father Lang then told John Doe to clean himself up in the bathroom and returned to the other 
boys in training. 

In the computerized construction of the criminal complaint and affidavit utilizing the Allegheny County ASAP System, certain 
fields require specific dates and times in order for the document to be generated. In this document certain dates and times may 
have been estimated to satisfy this requirement. Further, based on your affiants training and experience in investigating these 
types of crimes, it is not uncommon for child sexual assault victims to experience difficulty in articulating exact times and dates of 
criminal incidents of this nature.
